MINISTER PROUD OF THE ACT. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that the reason for all the opposition 
was that deputies did not at all realise the 
intricacies of the subject.

As a 
matter of fact, he was rather proud of the 
first Agricultural Credit Act, which 
had been copied almost faithfully in the 
British bill a year after.

The Agricultural Credit Corporation was 
a commercial body which would have the 
State credit behind it, and it was organised 
for the purpose of giving a special sort of 
credits required for farmers.

HELP FROM, THE BANKS, 

Mr. DERRIG (F. F., Carlow-Kilkenny) said 
that the greatest obstacle to the success of 
the Corporation was the taking over of the 
old loan debts. If the Minister had got in 
touch with the banks he (Mr. Derrig) was 
sure that a general arrangement could have 
been come to to have the old debts liqui- 
dated, and give the poor farmers a chance 
to start again. One of the blots of the 
present Act was that no attempt had been 
made to frame definite regulations for the 
publication of the accounts of the Corporation 
as how and where the money had been 
spent. 

Mr. AIRD (Govt., Leix-Offaly) congratu- 
lated the Minister on the introduction of the 
bill, and asked if some provision could be 
made for credit for barley-growers. He 
thought that the Corporation should not be 
go rigid on the question of title.

MINISTER’S REPLY.

The Public School System. 

In an address at Harrow, on Wednesday, 
the Duke of York said that the public 
school spirit could be defined by the word 
“service.” His Royal Highness discussed 
not only the avenues of activity that 
the Colonial Empire offered to public 
schoolboys, but the qualities of leader- 
ship that such work demands. The public 
schools have rendered an incomparable 
service which often is forgotten by those 
who poke easy fun at them. During the 
last ‘two or three generations England 
has been passing through an invisible 
revolution. Even thirty years ago “it 
would have appeared incredible to many 


‘ment could take office without cataclysmic 
consequences. The collapse of the Empire 
and the immediate failure of the Bank 
of England. were among the least of the 
evils that were prophesied for such an 
emergency. In practice the change has 
taken place almost. unnoticed, and for 
this blessing the public schools are 
largely responsible. When the industrial 
revolution diverted wealth slowly from 
the landed to the commercial classes, the 
public school -remained an immutable 
corrider through which the sons of all, 
who could afford the fees, were destined 


to pass. The standard set by the 


‘squirearchy—the real rulers of England 


for some five hundred years—had become 
a tradition, and to this tradition all 
the public schools conformed. In the 
amount of their fees they varied widely, 
and thus they spanned many classes. The 
nobleman, the industrial magnate, the 
professional man, the more prosperous 
retailer, all. were able to send their boys 
to- one or other of the public schools, 
and all these boys acquired the public 
school standard. This cult of a common 
stamp is denounced by modern disciples 
of individualism, but there is Jittle doubt 
that it may be a saving virtue. The qualities 
of England’s upper classes tided her over 
such crises as the Napoleonic wars and 
the upheaval that attended the passing 
of the Reform Bill. There is, of course, 
a difference between the public school 
of to-day and that of fifty years ago; but 
in. its essence the spirit is the same. 
This slowly changing constant—if the 
verbal contradiction may be .allowed—is 
the heart of England developing with the 
times. The public schools have many 
faults and provide many occasions for 
satire; yet it is worth while to remember 
that they are peculiar to England, and 
that without them England never would 
have achieved her present position. 
Muddied oaf and flannelled fool may 
be what they are called, but it is to 
them that the Empire looks for her not 
too well-paid governors of the remoter 
world.

A Year of Drought. 


The summer of 1921 probably is the 
only summer within the memory of the. 
younger generation in these islands which 
accords with their elders’ accounts of the 
old-fashioned summers. Then were seen 
all.the phenomena of summer as we read 
of them in the poets. Then did streams 
run dry and the grass of the field grow 
pale. In Southern England the woodlands 
withered. Autumn was dry, and only in 
December did cloudy weather and heavy 
rain appear. The present year resembles 
1921 in its shortage of moisture, if not 
in brilliance of sunshine. Throughout 
Ireland the grass supply is poor, and in 
Britain serious alarm for the water supply 
is felt. Some English reservoirs already 
are almost dangerously depleted. Yester- 
Organisa- 
tion issued a statenient which sets 
forth. the precise, incidence’ of the 
drought. From this it appears that 
throughout the British Isles the rain- 
tall of last December was but 92 per 
cent. ot the average. In January the figure 
was as low as 63 per cent. In February 
it sank in England to 49 per cent., and in 


Scotland to 54 per cent.
